Indiscreet 
interference has been the work of in- 
dividuals and is* comparatively rare.

encies of the Chinese social organism, 
and more especially in its systemutic re- 
pression of female out-duor activity. 
The labouring classes, and parti¢ular- 
ly those engaged principally in agricul- 
-ture, requiring their wives and daughters’ 
to share in out-door labour, cannot of- 
ford to cripple the feet of such useful 
helpmates. But they novertheless hare 
in the universal edoiration which the

« the golden lilies,” Foot-bindiog clear- 
ly is the natural outgrowth of that uni- 
versal taste for mixtures of finicality aud 
repression which isso characteristic of 
the Chinese mind and of the view which 
it takes as to the proper treatment to.be 
accorded to women, With the growin 
demand for monogamio relations, wit! 
the increasing respect for the rights of 
individuality (with which the influx of 
Enropean ideas cannot help raturating 
the Chinese nation), the women of Chins 
will gain that mesure of freedom from 
oppression and seclusion which bas kept 
Japan free from that female slaver of 
which foot-binding is the gilded badge. 
It is a gilded badge, for it is the mark 
of the woman who, however restrained

this address, but I may say that I heartily 
concur in every word it contoina,. that 
congratulate you upon your promotion, that 
I regret your'departurs, and that I am very 
glad ta have this opportanity of stating that 
iu my opinion the Hongkong Regiment, 
which yon have so ably commanded, is one 
of the finest ond tho best behaved regiments 
which bavo ever been stationed in the Colony 
of Hongkong (loud applause). In congratu- 
lating you upon your promotion, L hope, sir, 
{bot for you and Mrs Barrow it will bo in 
every respeot most satiafactory (loud ap-

Sm,—When Her Mojesty’a Goverament 
decided upon the addition to the Garrison of 
Hongkong of a native Indico Regiment, to 
be permanently stationed here, you were 
spocially auleoted by the Military Anthori- 
ties for the respoveible duty of raising that 
Regiment and, as its first Commandant, of 
Biving it euch an organisation and bringing 
It under such discipling that it should be 
worthy totake its place in the field, or in 
the camp, with the braveat'and best of Her 
Majely’s Regimente. 

our military exporienoe, your tact and 
killin tha mapagement of men, and your 
extensive knowledge of the native racea of 
India have enabled you, with the valuable 
assistance of the Officers associated with 
you, to perform the task imposed upon you, 
with very great auccess, and, to-doy, the 
Hongkong Regiment is as fine a body of 
men ond ae eoldierty as any Officer need 
wish to command, or‘any Geteral desire to 
seo inhis division or brigade. 

The Community of Hongkong, to whom 
the Regiment, ing special manner, may be 
ssid to belong, cannot permit you to leave 
the Oolony, on Inying down your command, 
without acknowledging io some way the 
valuable services you have rendered to Her 
Mojaty’s Gavernment and to the Colony in 
raising and organising thie splendid batta- 
lion. They have, therefore, determined to 
Present you with this eddress and to asl 
Fou toaccept, ag a memorial of your rest- 
denes in Hongkong and as a testimony of 
the enteom in whiph they bold you, a piece 
of plato} and they desire, further, to com~ 
tmemorate your oonnection with the Hegi- 
Toent, and to bind together more olossly the 
Colony and the Regiment by presenting to 
tho Mess 4 plece of plate, to bo called ‘Tbe 
Barrow Plate.’

FOOT-BINDING. 
To the Editor of the * Cuuva Mart.” 
f , Hongkong, Oct: 26, 1885. 
S1z,—In reply to an inqairy addressed 
to me with refersnce tv a supposed obliga- 


tion incumbont upon the Government of | 1 Mt. 


Hongkong to legislate against foot-binding 
in tho caso of infant girls, it would bea 
satisfoction to mo if Lcould see my way to 
urge the Hongkong Government to passa 
law prohibiting foot-binding within the 
Colony and the importation into Hongkong 
of girls whose fet are bound, That I can- 
not do this, will be made plain in the 
following statemonts :— 

1. In my jndgment there should be 
a minimam of legislative interference with 
Chinese social customs, Foot-binding is 
admittedly sensolesn and cruel and it is the 
duty of right-thinking. men, who have at 
heart the welfare of tho Chinoso, to strive 
to miligate where they cannot prevent its 
evils, [ weuld submi', however, that the 
remedy does not lie in legielation, 

First, Hoagkongia too near to the main. 
land of China. In Sydney or Melbourne 
or Portland or San Francisco it might bo 
possible and advantagsous to make and 
enforca a-law ogainat foot-binding, In 
Mongkoog i: ia otherwise, The Obineso 
social customs of the Colony are those of the 
mainland on which the native communily 
bere really depends, and thia difficulty of 
social legislation is increased thereby. 

Secood, Allow me to point out that tho 
Government hes failed to render practically 
effective cortaiu already existing Jaws which 
have a special bearing on the aocial life of 
the Chinese community, The acts agsinst 
gambling are instances in puint, It is io- 

iaputable and matter of common notoriety 
that gambling dens are common in patts of 
the colony in spite of oyery attempt to 
suppress and abolish them. 

Third. The ond sought would not justify 
the means necessary for even its partial at- 
tainment. The kind of inepection and 
supervision essential to the carrying out of 
anti-footbinding legielation in the Oulony 
would, I think, have the worst «fet upon 
thoChinoso,, Thay old sor in the logiela- 
tion itself an attempt against the liberty of 
the individual and an endeavour to.turn 
the Chinese into foreigners, and thé mésns 
by which suok legislation must be enforced 
would appear fo them oppressive, odious, 
and intolerable, F'or these reasons I can: 
not urge the Government to pazs a law, 

2. To the. queation what would be the 
conaequonces a6 regards the social ifs of 
the Chinese, supposing the law to eziat aud 
the prohibition to be effective, I answer 
that the tendency would bo two-fold and 
in both directions harmful, 

First. It would break up during the age 
of probibition Chivesy family life, Well-to» 
do Chinese’ must then kacp their families 
on the mafaland for some years until the 
daughters are permitted to reside in the 
Colony. 

Second. Ie would mean the ezolusion of 
the better and the influx of the lower 
clases of Ohiness and the gradual de 
terioration of the native community. 

It would be, in my jadgment, a mistake 
to make lawa which cannot bo strictly and 
rigidly enforced, The woukness of Chiness 
Government is seen {n the general disres 

ard of authority and the Chigote of Hong. 
foo are already too much disposed to 
think chat in this respect they can be as 
the people on the mainland. . 

May I suggest, in cvnclusion, that the 
Hongkong Governmen: might, in this case 
aod in others, try moral suasion rather 
than legislation? The. Chiness officials at 
Canton and ovher places issue from time 
to time explanatory, sdmonitory and hore 
tatory proclematicus, These have a not 
unimportant part (in the influence they 
exert) tu play inthe government acd con- 
trol of the Chinese, There is a disposition 
to study Ohinese methods with s view, where 
it can be done with advantege, to allay pro- 
judics.on the part of the Chinese oomma- 
nity in Hongkong towards the British 
Governmont, Why not in this instence 
follow the Ohinese practice ? Isaus exhorta~ 
tions against foot-bindins and intimate 
(though without threatening) that it may be 
Roedful, in the end, to pass alaw. My own 
experience leeds to the belief that the feel- 
ing agsivst foot-binding in the South of 
Ouins is growing! It is more widespread 
than when I came to Canton-fifteen yeara 
Much. hos been done not only b; 
Missionaries but by now Christian nstives 
in awakeniog public opinion against the 
plastica. I think tho best courae for the 
prenent is tb continue the agitation relying 
entirely on moral atasion. Believe me Ko.
